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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  May  were 
$193.0  billion,  virtually  the  same  as  in  March  and  April, 
and  4.1  percent  lower  than  the  high  in  December  of  $201.2 
billion.  Both  the  durable  and  nondurable  goods  sectors  in 
May  showed  little  change  from  April. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  May  declined  $2.7 
billion  or  1.4  percent  to  $193.4  billion.  Except  for  a  2.7 
percent  increase  in  April,  shipments  have  been  declining 
since  the  high  in  November  of  $200.1  billion.  Durable  goods 
shipments  in  May  were  down  2.3  percent,  while  nondurables 
showed  a  smaller  decline  of  0.2  percent. 

Unfilled  orders  held  by  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  May 
were  $367.1  billion  showing  little  change  from  April;  the 
high  was  in  March  at  $370.5  billion. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  declined  $0.9  billion  or  0.3 
percent  in  May  to  $278.4  billion.  Inventories  have  been 
generally  declining  since  March  1985.  The  inventory  to 
shipments  ratio  in  May  was  1.44  up  from  1.42  in  April,  as 
the  decline  in  shipments  was  proportionally  larger  than  the 
decline  in  inventories. 

NEW  ORDERS.  New  orders  in  the  durable  goods  sector  were 
down  $0.1  billion  or  0.1  percent  to  $103.6  billion,  revised 
down  from  the  0.4  percent  increase  reported  earlier. 
Excluding  defense  capital  goods  which  increased  36.6 
percent,  durable  goods  orders  were  down  2.6  percent. 

Within  the  major  industry  categories,  transportation 
equipment  increased  $1.9  billion  or  7.2  percent  to  $28.4 
billion,  reflecting  large  defense  orders  in  aircraft  and 
shipbuilding.  Offsetting  the  transportation  equipment 
increase  were  declines  in  primary  metals  of  $0.8  billion  or 
7.9  percent  to  $8.9  billion,  electrical  machinery  $0.7 
billion  or  4.7  percent  to  $14.7  billion,  fabricated  metals 
$0.4  billion  or  2.8  percent  to  $14.2  billion,  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  $0.3  billion  or  1.8  percent  to  $16.5 
billion. 

There  was  no  change  in  nondurable  goods  orders  as  a 
large  decline  in  chemicals  of  $1.1  billion  was  offset  by 
increases  in  most  of  the  other  categories. 


SHIPMENTS.  The  decrease  in  durable  goods  shipments  of 
2.3  percent  reflected  widespread  declines,  the  largest  of 
which  were  in  nonelectrical  machinery,  down  $1.1  billion  or 
6.1  percent  to  $16.8  billion,  and  transportation  equipment, 
down  $0.8  billion  or  3.1  percent  to  $26.7  billion.  The 
declines  in  nonelectrical  reflected  declines  in  nearly  all 
component  categories;  the  decline  in  transportation 
equipment  resulted  as  a  $1.1  billion  decline  in  motor 
vehicles  and  parts  was  partially  offset  by  small  increases 
in  most  of  the  other  categories. 

Shipments  within  the  nondurable  goods  industries  showed 
mixed  patterns  of  change.  Chemical  products  declined  $1.1 
billion  or  6.0  percent  to  $17.3  billion,  offsetting  the 
April  increase  of  $1.3  billion.  Partially  offsetting  the 
chemical  decline  were  increases  in  tobacco  products,  up  $0.5 
billion,  and  foods  products,  up  $0.4  billion. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  in  May 
were  down  0.1  percent;  excluding  defense  capital  goods  the 
backlog  declined  0.9  percent.  Unfilled  orders  for 
transportation  equipment  were  up  $1.7  billion  or  1.1  percent 
to  $161.3  billion.  More  than  offsetting  this  increase  were 
declines  in  primary  metals  of  $1.0  billion  or  5.0  percent, 
electrical  machinery  of  $0.8  billion  or  0.9  percent  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  of  $0.3  billion  or  0.6  percent. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories  in  the  durable  goods  sector  in  May 
declined  $0.5  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $187.5  billion. 
The  largest  declines  were  in  nonelectrical  machinery,  and 
fabricated  metals,  down  $0.3  billion  and  $0.2  billion 
respectively,  and  the  largest  increase  in  electrical 
machinery,  up  $0.2  billion.  Nondurable  goods  inventories 
were  down  $0.4  billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $90.9  billion,  with 
the  largest  declines  in  foods  and  apparel. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  inventories  of  materials  and 
supplies  were  down  0.7  percent,  work  in  process  0.2  percent, 
and  finished  goods  0.1  percent.
